31st  December,  1894. 


Infectious  Disease  in  the  Port. 

During  the  year  nine  patients  have  been  admitted  to  the  Floating  Hospital, 
as  compared  with  a  total  of  twenty-six  in  the  previous  year. 

Particulars  as  to  the  cases  and  their  issue  are  given  in  Appendix  A. 

23  Vessels  have  been  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  his 
Assistant,  on  account  of  reported  or  suspected  cases  of  sickness  on  board.  Of  these, 
nine  were  removed  to  the  Floating  Hospital  as  Infectious  (see  Appendix  A).  In 
the  remainder  the  disease  was  not  infectious.

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General  Sickness  of  Ships’  Companies. 

In  continuance  of  the  system  begun  during  1889,  the  masters  of  all  vessels 
arriving  in  the  Tyne,  and  visited  by  the  Officers  of  the  Authority  during  the  year 
under  report,  have  been  interrogated  as  to  the  general  sickness  of  those  on  board 
during  the  voyage.  The  diseases,  as  entered  in  the  ships’  logs,  either  during 
voyage  or  in  port,  or,  in  cases  admitted  to  hospital  and  diagnosed  by  ourselves 
after  arrival  here,  are  stated  in  a  Table  of  1,069  cases  (see  Appendix  B).  The 
corresponding  total  during  1893  was  782. 


Emigrants 

Emigrant  vessels  coming  to  the  Tyne  have,  as  heretofore,  been  visited  by 
the  Inspectors  on  arrival,  and  kept  under  supervision  whilst  in  Port.

Water-Boats  and  Water  Supply  to  Ships  in  Port. 

The  water-boats,  31  in  number,  have  been  examined  as  usual,  and  found 
in  good  condition. 

In  94  cases  the  drinking  water  of  ships,  of  which  81  came  from  Ports 
infected  with  cholera,  has  been  changed,  and  the  purification  of  the  tanks  has  been 
seen  to  by  the  Inspector,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  No  complaint  respecting  the  water  supply  to  any  ship  has  been  made  to 
any  officer  of  the  Authority. 

Food  Inspection. 

The  Food  on  board  of  five  vessels  was  inspected  on  complaints  by  the  crews. 
In  two  instances  the  food  (Beef,  Potatoes,  and  Flour)  was  found  to  be  bad,  and 
was  destroyed  in  the  presence  of  the  Inspector. 

Advices  as  to  Sickness 

on  shipboard,  and  other  matters,  continue  to  be  received  from  and  forwarded  to 
the  Health  Departments  of  other  British  Port  Sanitary  Authorities. 

Clothing  and  Bedding. 

18  vessels  and  several  lots  of  clothing  or  bedding  have  been  dis¬ 
infected.  107  Beds  have  been  burnt,  and  26  lots  of  filthy  clothing  have  been 
destroyed,  on  account  of  infection. 

Passenger  Steamers. 

The  Passenger  Steamers  arriving  continue  to  be  regularly  visited  and 
examined.

Fishing  Boats. 

The  total  arrival  of  fishing  vessels  at  the  Quay,  North  Shields, 
steam  and  sailing,  is  15,567*  (5,765  Trawlers  and  9,802  Herring  Boats)  as 
compared  with  a  total  of  16,632  in  the  previous  year.  22  of  these,  in  foul 
condition,  were  cleansed  and  deodorized  on  notice  from  the  Inspector.  The 
rest  were  in  good  order. 

Large  consignments  of  Herring  and  other  Fish  come  from  Denmark, 
Norway,  and  Sweden. 


Overcrowding. 

One  case  only  under  this  heading  has  come  under  observation.  Notice  to 
abate  was  served  and  complied  with. 

Smoke  Nuisance. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  31  observations  of  evolution  of  dense  smoke 
have  been  made,  and  that  in  each  case  the  offender  has  been  communicated  with. 
This  is  an  increase  of  five  cases  over  the  number  in  the  previous  year. 

Regulations. 

Copies  of  Regulations  issued  have,  as  usual,  been  posted  on  all  gangways, 
and  delivered  on  board  of  vessels  in  the  port. 

Foul  Cattle  Ships. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  24  Cattle  Ships  arrived  in  the  port  in  a  filthy 
state  after  having  landed  cattle  elsewhere.  Two  of  these  arrived  from  New  York 
(direct),  and  three  from  Montreal  (direct).  The  remainder  (indirect)  came  from 
Havre,  Rotterdam,  London,  Dundee,  and  Leith.  They  were  cleansed  under  his 
supervision.  The  number  reported  in  the  previous  year  was  2. 

Watch. 

Watch  continues  to  be  kept  on  all  vessels  homeward  bound  from  infected 
or  suspected  ports. 


Floating  Hospital. 

The  Floating  Hospital  having  been  reported  to  be  in  need  of  painting,  was, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Hospital  Committee,  removed  in  April  to  the  Dock 
of  Messrs.  T.  &  W.  Smith  &  Co.,  North  Shields,  where  the  Pontoons  received 
three  coats  of  red  oxide  paint.  At  the  same  time  the  administrative  ship  “  Alliance  ” 
was  docked,  overhauled,  caulked,  and  repaired.

Disinfecting  Hulk. 

The  Disinfecting  Hulk  ordered  by  the  Authority  and  referred  to  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1893  (p.  22),  was  completed, 
and,  after  survey,  reported  in  good  general  working  order  in  October  of  1894. 

The  apparatus  is  made  by  Messrs.  Goddard,  Massey  &  Warner,  Nottingham, 
and  consists  of — 

1.  —  Two  Tanks  for  Solution  of  Perchloride  of  Mercury,  with  appliances 

for  pumping  and  spraying  the  Drench. 

2.  — A  Steam  Disinfecting  Apparatus  for  clothing,  Ac. 

3.  — A  Store  of  Liquefied  Sulphurous  Acid  for  disinfecting  cabins, 

berths,  holds,  Ac. 

The  following  is  Mr.  Warner’s  description — 

“  The  Hulk  measures  54^  feet  extreme  length,  and  18£  feet  extreme  breadth. 
The  available  space  for  machinery  and  storage  is  29  feet  long  by  18  feet  wide, 
forming  the  hold.  The  Deck  is  continuous  along  the  sides  about  2  feet  wide,  and 
at  the  fore  and  aft  about  12  feet  by  12  feet.  The  Disinfecting  Apparatus  consists  of 
two  barrels  for  solution  of  perchloride  of  mercury,  together  having  a  capacity  of  about 
000  gallons  :  and  a  metal  tank  of  a  capacity  of  190  gallons:  a  Steam  Disinfector 
3  feet  diameter  by  5  feet  0  inches  long,  with  the  usual  fittings  to  allow  steam  to 
pass  into  the  materials  under  treatment :  a  steam  pressure  guage  to  register  the 
temperature  and  pressure.  The  Air  Compressor  is  of  the  vertical  type,  and  has  steam 
cylinder  4  inches  diameter  by  three-inch  stroke,  with  air  compressing  cylinder  5 
inches  diameter  by  3-inch  stroke.  It  is  provided  with  fiy-wheel  and  crank  shaft  to 
give  even  speed  and  regulate  length  of  stroke ;  the  air  inlet  and  outlet  valves  are 
gun  metal.  The  compressed  air  is  conveyed  to  an  air  receiver  2  feet  diameter  by 
5  feet  high,  made  of  steel  boiler  plates  to  form  a  reservoir  of  air  at  a  pressure.  The 
Steam  Boiler  is  vertical  type  of  four  horse  power,  6  feet  high  by  3  feet  diameter, 
having  internal  fire  box  and  two  cross  tubes ;  it  is  provided  with  steam  pipes  and 
connected  with  the  air  compressor  on  one  side,  and  the  steam  disinfector  on  the 
other.  The  Boiler  is  capable  of  working  at  a  pressure  of  60  lbs.  on  the  square 
inch,  but  a  less  pressure  is  found  sufficient  to  work  the  air  compressor  and  the 
disinfector.  When  working,  steam  is  got  up  in  the  boiler  and  then  passed  by 
opening  a  valve  into  the  pipes,  so  that  clothing  may  be  disinfected  as  desired  by 
steam,  but  in  order  to  use  the  perchloride  of  mercury  spray,  the  air  compressor  is 
started  and  allowed  to  compress  air  to  about  10  lbs.  pressure  inside  the  air  receiver. 
The  compressed  air  supply  pipes  connect  between  the  air  receiver  and  two  special 
spray  nozzles,  and  they  are  also  connected  to  the  bottom  of  the  perchloride  storage 
tanks.  When  the  spray  is  used,  the  compressed  air  passes  down  a  double  pipe 
conveying  it  along  with  the  solution,  and  they  meet  together  at  the  nozzle,  where 
the  force  of  air  forms  a  spray  at  a  pressure  sufficient  to  carry  several  feet,  and  thus 
the  decks  and  internal  parts  of  an  infected  vessel  may  be  easily  covered  with  a  fine 
spray  of  solution  of  perchloride  of  mercury.” 

Certain  small  improvements  which  have  suggested  themselves,  are  about 
to  be  made. 
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Cholera  Precautions. 

The  progress  of  Cholera  abroad  was  studiously  noted  by  the  Health 
Department  throughout  the  prevalence  of  the  disease. 

The  arrivals  of  vessels  in  relation  to  Cholera  and  Choleraic  Diarrhoea  are 
given  elsewhere.*  Although  in  two  ships  arriving  indirectly  from  Jeddah,  the 
number  of  cases  of  Cholera  on  board  during  the  voyage  had  been  100  and  111 
respectively,  fortunately  no  infection  was  brought  to  the  Tyne  Port  during  the  year. 

In  several  instances,  after  disease  on  board  during  the  voyage,  the  disinfection 
of  the  ships  was  repeated,  and  the  drinking  water  was  changed  under  the  direction 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  as  extra  measures  of  precaution  on  arrival  here. 

The  prevalence  of  the  disease  in  Dutch,  Belgian,  and  Baltic  ports  in  Autumn, 
necessitated  the  maintenance  of  strict  watch,  day  and  night,  over  all  arrivals  from 
these  ports.  Arrangements  were  made  with  Dr.  W.  R.  Forster,  whose  services  as 
a  Boarding  Medical  Officer  were  so  valuable  last  year,  and  also  with  Dr.  C.  U. 
Laws,  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  take  boarding  duty  immediately  in  case 
of  this  being  necessary.  Happily  their  services  were  not  required.  The  time  and 
energies  of  the  ordinary  staff  of  the  Health  Department  were  however  greatly  taxed, 
there  having  been  330  arrivals  from  Cholera  infected  ports  during  the  months  of 
August  and  September,  requiring  the  frequent  use  of  the  steam  launch  by  night  as 
well  as  in  the  daytime  until  late  hours.  The  Officers  responded  willingly  to  the 
extra  call  upon  them. 


Water  and  Sand  Ballast. 

In  June  Dr.  Theodore  Thomson  visited  the  port  on  an  inquiry  relating  to 
the  ballast  of  ships  from  Cholera  infected  ports,  &c.  A  Return  (a  copy  of  which 
is  given  in  Appendix  C.)  was  furnished  to  him  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  vessels  with  sand-and  water-ballast  dealt  with  from  the  end  of  August, 
1892,  to  the  end  of  1893.
